Campton, Ky., May 24.—Swinging 
in the branches of a great tree in a 
deserted portion of Letcher county 
the nude bodies of four pearl hunters, 
who, it is said, had found many val­ 
uable pearls within the past week, 
were found yesterday by a passerby. 
It is believed by the Letcher coun­ 
ty authorities that the 
men 
were 
lynched by thieves. One of the bodies 
was identified by Dr. F. H. Lew is.aa 
that of J. W. King, a pearl bunter, 
who found a pearl a few days ago val­ 
ued at $1,000. 
The other three were 
not identified, but are said to be from 
Oregon, who, attracted by th© largo 
pearl discoveries along the Kentucky 
river at this point, came here to seek 
tho gems. 
The bodies had been hanging in the 
open air probably a day or two, as 
decomposition had already set in, and 
the faces of the men were so badly 
swollen that they were hardly recog­ 
nizable. 
No clothing
